The story is set in the period 
just following the Civil War, 
when the Southwestern portion of 
Texas, known as the Pecos, was 
over-run by outlaws and the only 
law was the six shooter and the 
noose. 


It depicts the effort of the Tex- 
as Rangers to smash these bands 
of cut-throats and drive them 
from the country. In this par- 
ticular story by Anthony Colde- 
way, a major of the United States 
Army, who is commissioned to 
procure horses for the govern- 
ment, is murdered and the horses 
stampeded and stolen. 

The same band tries to steal 
the deed to the ranch left to the 
major’s daughter, and the Rang- 
ers are sent out to break up the 
band and bring the killers to 
justice. Dick Foran does some 
spectacular riding as well as cap- 
able acting in the role of the 
Ranger heading the investigating 
party.

a voice, they say, that is far too 
good for ordinary cowboy and 
hillbilly songs. 

Jerome and Scholl are econscien- 
tious. That is why they slave 
hours and hours to turn out a 
top-notch song for him to sing. 

“Dick’s the toughest customer 
we’ve ever been assigned to write 
songs for,” Jerome, 
the song won his 


commented 
writer who 
spurs some years ago by compos- 
ing the hit, “Just a Baby’s Pray- 
er at Twilight.” 

“The trouble is that Dick’s 
voice is too good for cowboy 
songs. It’s better suited for op- 
erettas and the type of music 
Nelson Eddy sings. 

“There’s a world of ‘sock’ in 
his voice, among other things. 
By this I mean his voice has 
depth and great power, two qual- 
ities which do not work into the 
pattern of superficial cowboy and 
hillbilly music. 

“Necessarily, then, we are be- 
tween the devil and the deep blue 
sea when we write numbers for 
him, to sing. We can’t follow the 
line of least resistance and con- 
coct an ordinary cowboy song; 
we must outdo and 
write one which perfectly fits 
Dick’s lyrie baritone voice and, 
of course, his personality. 

“And believe me, that’s no 
snap!” 

Under contract to First Na- 
tional to write songs for the For- 
an Westerns, the composers did 
“The Prairie Is My Home” and 
“When a Cowboy Takes a Wife” 
for “Guns of the Pecos.”

Organize regular teams with sheriffs and 
deputies, etc., following treasure hunt idea. The 
winning outfit goes to see the show. 


__TOY STORE WINDOW 


Tie-up with local department or toy store for a 
window display of cowboy costumes, and toy 
guns. Give them plenty of stills and any other dis- 
play material you have on hand. It’s a swell stunt 
for them, particularly if they put a special price 
on the stuff, and it’s a perfect plug for your show. 
You might blow up a still of Dick Foran (with ad 
copy) for the background of the display.
